as well as all other rights, coutinues just
#0 long as you remain good and loyal
sut jeets, or, in other words, s0o long as
you remsin true to your oath of allegianee.

This bas been the doctrine of allegiance
the world over, from the time when gov-
ernments were iostituted among men,
down to the present day. Allegiance
and protection are relative terms; allegi
ance 15 due from the subject lo the govern.
ment, in retorn for the protection which is
due from the govermment to the subject. —
The one is dependent for its duration up-
on the other; when one commences, the
other commences st the same instant with
it; and when one ccases, the other must
uecessarily ecesse with it. Jo support of
this doctrive we could cite, were it neces-
sary, inpumerable legal authorities of ev-
ery age.  Rut it seems that it has been
reserved for the present day, and for the
wodern Solon, Lewis Cass, the apostle of
the Democratic party, with one dash of
his pen to sweep ‘away the conzregated
apd eoncurrent wisdom of sges.

LATER from EUROPE.

The news from the scat of war in Italy,
is of the most infportant and exciting
charaeter. The expected battle of the
Migcio has been fought, and has resulted
in the trinmph of the allied arms. The
ooly definite intelligence of the great e-
veot is contaiped ip & despateh from thy
Emperor of the french to the Empress, in
which he anoounces, with telegraphio
brevity, that a battle bas becn fought, and
a victory won. He also says that the
whole Agstrian army, formed in line of
battle five leagues in extent, was engaged,
and that the battle Jasted sixteen bours
—from 4 in the morning until 8 in the
evening. As the force of the Auvstrians
on the Mincio was tet down at two hun-
dred and eighty thousand, some idew
msy be formed of the desperate Gghting
which must bave been necessary to defeat
them. A despateh from Vieoua partially
confirms this intelligence. It states thas
a battle was progressing, though with tke
usual Austrian ignorance in the presenco
of reverses, no dectails were koown.—
There seems to be no room to doubt that
a collision of the first importance bas
really taken place, as the position of the
opposing forces, a day or two immediate~
ly preccding the time of the alleged bat-
tle, warrants the belief that such an even$
could pot be long delayed. The Allies
bad occupied Sonsto, Castiglione and
Montechiara; the Piedmontese had ad-
vanced towards Peschiera, snd the recon -
naissance had been pusbed as far as
Goite. The forces were thus face to face,
A sanguioary collision is said to have
taken place between some Swiss soldiers
of the Pope and the inbabitaunts of Peru-
gia, a rising of whom the former had been
sent to suppress. The citizens were shot
down indiscriminately. It is announced
that Prussia was about to move an army
to the Rhine. It was believed that her
offer of mediation would be rejected by
France.
